POLICE 


SAILORS UNPROVOKED. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.), 


ANTIAGO (Cuba) May 1.—The 

conflict here yesterday between 

sailors and police followed an or- 
Geriy banquet which was given at the 
Café Leon de Orr by a party of first- 
class seamen of the United States 
cruiser Tacoma. 

At 1 o’cléck in the morning the men 
separated and twelve of them went to 
the Cafe Union. They were not in- 
toxicated. A police captain named 
Lay, who was in citizen's clothes, had 
geen wathcing the café all the even- 
ing with seven or eight policemen to 
support him. 

At about 2 o'clock in the morning 
the seamen started for the wharf 
with the intention of boarding the Ta- 
coma. Captain Lay claims that the 
seamen started the trouble and the 
seamen claim that the captain, without 
provocation, started the disturbance, 

As the enlisted men of the Tacoma 
had been hindered by the police on 
their way to the wharf Ensign Bris-

vee bin decided to walk slightly ahead of 


the party. Suddenly he heard a re- 
volver shot and immediately after- 
Wards the police charged with revol- 
vers and machétes. Brisbin received 
an ugly cut upon the arm, and was 
felled to the ground three times.

The captajn and all the policemen 
who took part in the affray have been 
Suspended by order of the civil Gov- 
erpor of Santiago upon the represen- 
tations of Commander Tappan of the

TALKS TO STUDENTS. 


Governor of Colorado Delivers Strong 
Address at U.S.C.—Will Lecture 
Tomorrow. 


Henry A. Buchtel; Governor of Colo- 
rado, addressed the students of U.S.C. 
at chapel yesterday. His remarks, 
which were \:gorous statements, 
straight from the shoulder, were 
special interest tu the young men. 

“Recent investigations in several 
large cities,” he said, “have revealed 
the fact that the men who hold the 
largest positions and carry the im- 
portant duties cf life are born in the 
country.” The Governor reasoned that 
city men shrivel by the vice they see, 
and are ashame: to be good. “Any 
fellow who is afraid to be good, has 
dishwater in his veins instead of red 
blood,“ declared the speaker. 

He said. all city men are not worth- 
less and cited as examples, Theodore 
Roosevelt ahd Pr illips, Brooks. 

As a reason for the deterioration of the 
city chap, he gave the monotony of 
city life and the conventionality of 
the municipality as compared to the 
lack it in the country, though he as- 
signed the greatest reason for it to the 
fact that so mary boys in town are 
brought up without knowing how to do 
anything. He des lared no man able to 
put character in ols manners who does 
not know how tw use his hands. He 
closed his address by advising students 
not to pick places of work in life, but 
to fill places assigned them.

Sisterly love suddenly changed to sis- 
terly agitation yesterday afternoon at 
the regular meeting of the P.E.O. so- 
rority at the home of Sister Frederika 
Friend, No. 2302 Budlong avenue, when 
it was discovered that some one had 
robbed a number of the members. 

The total loss is $40, and the prin- 
cipal loser is Mrs. W. H. Faust of 
No. 2869 West Eighth street, who is 
out just $20. The other losses are scat- 
tering, ranging from a féw cents to 
$10. > 

The worst of it is that no outsiders, 
so far as could be learned, had access 
to the dressing-room on the second 
floor, in which the ladies had left their 
wraps and pocketbooks. 

Of course, no suspicion attaches to 
any member of the sisterhood, forty- 
two of whom were in attendance at 
the meeting. It is a very mysterious 
affair. Every sister who discussed the 
awful thing after its discovery—but 
stay; every sister was sworn to se- 
so it couldn't have been dis- 
cussed. 

Briefly, the story as related to the 
police is this: One of the sisters upon

JUAN DE TORO, 


PASSES AWAY. 


SENOR DE TORO, SIXTY YEARS A 
CALIFORNIAN. 


Publisher of Early Spanish News- 
paper and Expert on Old Spanish 
Land Grants—Resigned from the 
Navy of Spain to Lig: in Califor-— 
nia. 


Sefior Don Juan de Toro, who landed 
at San Francisco in 1847, two years 
in advance of the gold seekers, and 
who for thirty-two years had been 
in business in Los Angeles, passed 
away yesterday morning at his home, 
No. 8215 Downey avenue, surrounded 
by his children and grandchildren. 

The deceased was well known to all 
the early residents of Southern Call- 
fornia, and was one of the most promi- 
nent of the Spanish-American citizens, 
being a familiar figure on the streets 
of the city. 

Soon after his arrival in Los Angeles 
in 1875, he became editor of El Demo- 
crata, the organ of Spanish-speaking 


lication was discontinued. 

Sefior de Toro was born in Malaga, 
Spain, over eighty years ago, was edu- 
cated in the Royal College of San 
Teimo, ing an officer in the 
Spanish navy. He served in the Pa- 
cific fleet, and at an early day became 
familiar with this Coast and its re- 
sources, before American activity had 
awakened to the possibilities, and in 
1847 he resigned from the navy and 
settled at San then known 
as “Yerba Buena.”

To his 
discredit there Have been traced three 
previous convictions for petty lar- 
deny. innumeradle cases of drunken- 
ness, and—what is more remarkable— 
a previous conviction for this same 
violation of the Federal statutes, in 
1898. In that case, Darling was for- 
tunate enough to get off with a mere 
three months’ sentence in the Santa 
Barbara county fall. 

Not many months ago Darling was 
married to an eminentiy respectable 
women here. After a short experience 
as his spouse, she secured a divorce. 

The adventurer then turned his arts 
upon Mrs. Upten, a widow, who has 
been the sole support of her mother. 
Mrs. Upton soon convinced of 
the character of the man, and had 
more to do with him. Enraged, de 
began his filthy anonymous letters.

Importing less and producing 
more is our record sparkling in cham- 
pagne; and what an alluring sugges- 
tion to California wine growers is 
corked in this fact! More than 2. 
000,000 bottles of genuine champagne 
are now annually produced in the 
United States. 
1906, our importations of foreign made 
champagne were 81,444 quarts less 
than in 1905, while for the nine months 
ended March 1907, such imports were 
165,612 quarts less than in the nine 
months ended March 1906. The month 


of March 1907 alone showed a de- 
crease of 31,920 quarts from March 
1906. 


As a matter of fact our champagne 
imports since 1890 have never equaled 
those of that year. Here is the sample 
record:

Allowance must be made for o 
large increase in wealth as well as in 
population during the sixteen years 
under review. Our champagne imports 
of 1006 are only 28 per cent. greater 
than those of 1900, while the increase 
in our Imports of luxuries generally. 
of which the “wine of midnight” is 
certainly one, was 55 per cent., and 
in merchandise generally the increase 
was 60 per cent. 

Correspondence between the Bureau 
of Statistics and manufacturers of 
American champagne, as well as with 
importers of foreign champagnes, clear- 
ly indicates that the manufacture of 
genuine “champagne” wine in the 
United States has quadrupled in the 
past ten years, and that the annual 
product of such now exceeds 2.000. 
000 bottles a year. This production is 
the wine fermented in the bottle, and 
does not include that charged with 
carbonic acid gas by artificial meth- 
ods. This increase in home production 
is the principal cause of the lessened 
importation as compared with 1890 
end 1905.

“DOCTOR” EXPLAINS TO THEM 
WHY EMPLOYEES STEAL.

Little Man With Large “Ego” Makes 
Profession of Pointing Out Errors 
to Store Proprietors—Clerks, He 
Says, Are Constantly Tempted Be- 


M. Martin Kallman, physician ~ of 
business and professor of methods, a 
dapper middie-axed gentleman who 
has prescribed cures for some of the 
largest business interests in the world, 
has descended upon unsuspective Los 
Angeles. He has discovered a multi- 
tude of errors in the largest business 
establishments of the city. 

And Mr. Kallwan is not backward 
about telling the merchants about it. 
He says that the recent epidemic of 
petty thieving—-and also the taking of 
thousands of dol n the larger de- 
partment stores cf the city -was the 
result of “making theft too easy,” and 
too strenuously taxing the honesty of 
of low-priced clerks. 

Kallman never talks in 
regard to his business but has no 
scruples about teiling in.a general way 
what has caused losses to proprictors 
of large stores and about conditions 
which have made employés stray from 
the path of rectitude. 

Mr. Kallman ia not a particle back- 
ward, as has been said, and if it were 
not for the fact that he has really 
been one of the central figures in the 
new era of methodical business 
methods, he would be described as 


ciation of himseif. — 

He is a little man in stature but 
possesses a tremendous store of 
energy. He rediates activity. He has 
the face of a youth of twenty, but a 
slight tinge of tren gray in his hair 
tells the true story of his age. For 
sixteen years he has been an expert 
on business methods. He says that he 
early saw that with the rapid and 
tremendous growth of the business of 
the country there was bound to be a 
vast amount of advancement that was 
not built upon a solid foundation. 

Mr. Kallman came to Los An 
on the saddest mission that a husband 
can experience. Mrs. Kallman had 
been ill for several years and had been 
spending the last few years in Mon- 
rovia. She passed away a week ago.

“There is a young woman waiting at 
a lace counter. She wraps up her own 
sales and only gets the O.K. of a floor 
walker or department head before 
sending the goods out. Now suppose 
that this young woman had a end 
who was going to be married and that 
friend ran short vf funds. She wanted, 
say, two yards of costly lace and had 
only enough money to pay for one 
yard. The friend who was clerking in 
the store told her to come to her and 
she would fix it up. The clerk made 
out a check for one yard of lace and 
sent in the money. Then she measured 
off deftly two yards and gave the ma- 
terial to her friends. Could anything 
be easier? 

“Then there is the C.O.D. business. 
A great portion of such sales, es- 
pecially during the holidays, are re- 
turned. There is a rush and instead of 
the goods being put right back into 
stock they are, as a rule dumped into 
a store room to await assortment.

National Debt Decreased Last Month, 
Nearly Six Million Dollars—Cash 
Classification.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business, April 30, 
1907, the debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, amounted to $903,337.617. a de- 

crease for the month of $5,748,933. 
The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, $991.966,630: debt 
on which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity, 31,095,135: debt bearing no in- 
terest, 062, 193; total $1,304,725.259, 
exclusive of certificates and treasury 
notes outstanding, amounting to $1,- 
154,668,869, for which a corresponding 
amount of cash is held for their re- 
demption. 

The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Gold reserve, $150,000,000: 
trust funds, $1,154,666,869; general fund, 
$184,991,587; in national bank deposi- 
taries, $178.691.078; in Philippine treas- 
ury, $3,799,550. Total $1,673,151,086, 
against which there are demand lia- 
bilities outstanding amounting to 81. 
270.762.744. which leaves a cash bal- 
ance on hand of $401,388,342.
